@o not expect a precise answer from 
the 1982 World's Fair in Knoxville, 
fTenn,, where the theme is ‘energy 
turns the world” and where more than 


30. nations have discussed the topic in 
detail, So far, they haye produced more 


than 30 versions of a remedy. 

But, there is a consensus that many 
natidns’ feliance on a central, in- 
terconnected power system has con- 
siderable built-in vulnerability. A 
solution, while not yet ¢lear, is said to 
be essential and urgent. 

Meanwhile, the fair continued to 
make news this week on two other 
fronts.

An international energy | symposia 
series is the principal educational 
activity of the fair and serves as its 
“energy cornerstone.”’ 

Symposium I was conducted Oct, 14- 
17, 1980. Representatives of 35 countries 
tried to define the nature and extent of 
the world energy dilemma 

Symposium II a year later, Nov. 3-6, 
198i, provided the same number of 
participants with a chance to conduct 
in-depth analysis and discussion of the 
topics identified to be of world 
significance in Symposium I 

The format was built around work 
and plenary sessions. Each of seven 
concurrent work sessions was keyed to 
a position paper and|a case study. 

Four of the work sessions were 
organized around these divisions of the 
world: industrialized nations with 
market economies; industrialized 
nations with non-market economies; 
energy-surplus industrializing nations; 
and energy-deficient industrializing 
nations. 

The other three work) sessions 
focused on issues of worldwide impact 
nuclear energy, biomass energy and 
energy for rural development. 

Based on this analytical discussion 
and integration process, recom- 
mendations and resolutions were made 
for Symposium III, held May 24-27, 
1982. 

The goal this spring was to ratify 
findings of the previous symposia, seek 
a process for continued exchange of 
technology and resources, and identifY- 
global energy commonalities and an 
agenda for continuation of the 
deliberations. 

Armand Hammer, board chairman of 
Occidental Petroleum Corp., noted in 
May that ‘‘for the past year, there has 
been a so-called glut in the oil market, 
leading to a mistaken conclusion by 
many that the energy crisis is over.” 

Predicting that oil prices will rise 
from $34 per barrel to about $100 
because the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) is cutting 
back production, he said, “History has 
a way of repeating itself. The crisis is 
just catching its second wind.” 

As Dr. Daniel Yergin sees it—he is the 
senior author and editor of the newly- 
released ‘‘Global Insecurity’? report— 
“Merely repeating words like ‘glut’ and 
‘market’ as if they were some mantra 
will not prove sufficient. 

“Glut can turn to Shortfall on little 
more than an assassin’s bullet. And the 
orderly and reasonable functioning of 
markets can be brutally overwhelmed 
by an upheaval and by the sudden panic 
of the unprepared.” 

Helping lead the discussions at the 
fair was John H. Gibbons, director of 
the Office of Technology Assessment 
for the U.S. Congress. 

Most participants agreed that the 
worldwide energy outlook requires 
attention now.

People were angry last night at the 
packed governmental building. They 
were unhappy because IP wants its 
customers to pay 19.9 percent more for 
electricity and 9.7 percent more for

Granite City’s newly adopted general 
and special budgets approved 10 to 2 
Tuesday night form a_ collective 
$750,000 imbalance, almost double the 
prediction of City Comptroller Joseph 
Miklovic, who had expected the City 
Council to approve a wastewater 
treatment rate hike that could have 
reduced the deficit. It did not boost the 
rate. 

The budget appears in detail 
elsewhere in today’s Press-Record 

Mayor Paul Schuler turned aside a $9 
per quarter residential sewage 
treatment rate increase recommended 
by the city comptroller and plant 
superintendent, citing economic hard- 
ships that might arise for low-income 
city residents suddendly faced with the 
rate hike. 

Aldermen took the mayor's message 
one step farther than he intended, 
however, and defeated his favored 
alternative, a $5 per quarter increase. 

The council went on to reject in rapid 
su sion four other proposals on 
rates and staff size that were supported 
by the wastewater committee chair- 
man, Fourth Ward Alderman Warren 
Decatur, and a committee member, 
Fifth Ward Alderman Jake Varadian. 

In addition to the absence of a rate 
hike, Tuesday's four-hour 
deliberations, which included the 
treatment plant debate and a regular 
council session, produced some major 
and minor changes for the city’s 
current fiscal year of May 1982 to April 
1983 

Aldermen decided to continuing 
operating the city’s own air pollution 
division, despite Seventh Ward 
Alderman Paul Bowler’s motion, 
defeated 7 to 5, to disband it, The action 
reversed an informal 8 to 4 vote taken 
earlier this month to cease the local air 
pollution control program 

Aldermen unanimously approved a 
$621,000 federal reyvenue-sharing 
budget, squéezing in appropriations for

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Longer prison term for Davis

Arlin W. Davis of Granite 
City, who originally received 
a three-year sentence in 
connection with a fatal auto 
wreck, was given 10 years 
Tuesday by a Madison 
County judge who was or 
dered by the appelate court 
to resentence Davis. 

Associate Judge John Day 
ordered that Davis, 53, serve 
consecutive sentences — one 
after another — on four of 
the five charges on which he 
was convicted in connection 
with the New Year’s Eve 
1979 triple fatality on State 
Aid 3 ‘he fifth sentence 
was made concurrent — to 
be served at the same time 
as the others. 

Davis had appealed his 
conviction on three counts of 
reckless homicide, one count 
of driving while intoxicated 
and one count of driving with 
a suspended or revoked 
license. 

The Fifth District Appelate 
Court in March upheld the 
convictions, but ordered Day 
to resentence Davis, Day had 


only sentenced Davis on the 
first reckless homicide 
charge 

Davis’ attorney, Jim 
Wallis of Granite City, said 
the matter will probably be 
appealed again. He’said Day 
was mistaken in making the 
sentences consecutive. The 
appelate court had said 
nothing about making them 
consecutive, Wallis added. 

Davis, of the Holiday 
Mobile Homes, was con- 
vieted in a bench trial in 
November 1980. 

Killed in the accident were 
Quad-City residents Larry 
Lehman 42, and his 
daughters Nicole Lehman, 5, 
and Stacy Lehman, 1. Leh- 
man’s wife and the girls’ 
mother, Bev, now 29, sur- 
vived the crash. 

She gave dramatic 
testimony on the crash and 
challenged Davis to look at 
her and a picture of her 
daughters, say I want 
you to see you took 
from me.” He kept his eyes 
covered by a. hand 
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three-year sentences on the 
driving while intoxicated 
conviction and the driving 
with a suspended or revoked 
license conviction. The last 
sentence was made con- 
current. 

State's Attorney Don 
Weber, representing his 
office in the absence of Keith 
Jensen, who tried the case, 
had recommended that the 
judge impose consecutive 
sentences totaling 11 years 

“I don’t think that 11 years 
is enough for killing three 
people, but I think that’s all 
the court is allowed to im- 
pose,’’ Weber said 

He said a stiff sentence 
was needed to protect the 
pulbic and act as a deterrent 

Weber cited two previous 
court decisions that he said 
justify consecutive sen- 
tences in the Davis case 

He told reporters later that 
prosecutors. under current 
law “have been going 
through legal gymnastics to 
get a guy sentenced to what 
he deserves. I think the 
legislature ought to pay 
attention to what’s going 
on 

The current penalty for 
reckless homicide is one to 
three years in prison, ‘‘One 
to three is not adequate,’ 
Weber said. ‘We 
higher maximum.” 

Wallis in court argued that 
the cases cited did not 
support consecutive sen- 
tences. 

He said the Illinois Con 
stitution mandates punish 
ment and rehabilitation. He 
asked the judge to impose a 
sentence “which will reflect 
an opportunity and call for 
rehabilitiation of- this 
defendant.!’ 

Wallis said everyone has 
sympathy for the victims 
and Mrs, Lehman, ‘‘but 
there’s a limit to what this 
court can do in giving 
recompense,” 

Earlier in the hearing, 
Wallis presented in 
formation he wanted the 
judge to take into con- 
sideration. 

He said Davis from April to 
July had served time in the 
prison at Vandalia on a 
separate drunk driving 
conviction in connection with 
a November 1979 incident in 
Collinsville. 

Davis seryed the sentence 
after the Illinois Supreme 
Court refused to hear his 
appeal, Wallis said. Davis 
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previously served seven 
days in the county jail on a 
conviction of resisting a 
police officer in connection 
with the Collinsville incident 

While in prison, Davis 
served as major’s clerk, 
which Wallis described as 
“one of the top clerical jobs 
in the institution.” The at 
torney said Davis has been 
attending college and next 
month will complete all 
requirements for a 
bachelor’s degree in human 
services at SIUE 

Wallis said Davis is still 
feeling some of the effects of 
the injuries he suffered in the 
accident, but is not currently 
under medical care 

Since the accident, Davis 
has not had anything to drink 
except wine during com- 
munion, Wallis said. “During 
that time, there’s been no 
indication of any antisocial 
or criminal behavior 
whatsoever,’’ the lawyer 
maintained 

Weber said he had no 
objection to the introduction 
of the material by Wallis, 
except for Wallis 
statements that Davis had 
not had anything to drink. 
‘We have no way of knowing 
that one way or another,” 
Weber said

The council expects an as 
yet to be selected consulting 
firm to draw a_ precise 
picture of the plant’s ef- 
ficiency and to suggest an 
appropriate staffing number 
for the plant 

Seventh Ward Alderman. 
Michael Modrusic said he 
could not justify a sewer rate 
hike to the residents of his 
ward before an independent 
study at least confirms the 
need for such a rate hike. 
Other aldermen agreed. 

Both plant Superintendent 
Terrence McMillan and the 
plant’s union agent told 
council members Tuesday 
they would welcome such a 
survey to verify their own 
contentions that the plant is 
now being run as efficiently 
as circumstances allow 

McMillan replied — to 
aldermen who doubted his 
statements on operations 
and staffing at the plant that 
he has already made some of 
the same statements under 
oath, during a recent court 
hearing inyolving the city 
and the SCA Services land- 
fill.

Paul Bowler accused a staff 
member of “double talk,’’ 
and said he would have no 
qualms about replacing the

The council's decision to 
hire a consulting firm was 
the only victory Tuesday for 
Committee Chairman 
Warren Decatur, who is due 
to be replaced as chairman, 
and a committee member, 
Fifth Ward Alderman Jake 
Varadian, Decatur is a 
Fourth Ward alderman. 

The two had called the pre- 
budget conference to put

Sparks opposes sewer settlement 


he county should never have 
agreed to’ settle with Brandon Heights 
residents,’ Walter ‘Dick’? Sparks, 
supervisor of Chouteau Township and 
former chairman of the Madison 
County Special Sewer Area One 
committee, told the regular meeting of 
the sewer and drainage committee of 
the’ Tri-Cities Area Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Sparks was referring to an ongoing 
dispute ‘between the county and 
Brandon Heights residents who 
discovered that the county’s new sewer 
lines was laid on an  apparently- 
improper easement in their back yards, 
too close to their homes to allow 
swimming pools or home additions. 

Sparks said that the dissatisfied 
Brandon Heights residents should have 
filed suit against the subdivider of 
Brandon Heights, the realtor who sold 
them the property or the contractor 
who installed the sewers not the 
county 

“They (the subdivider) knew when 
they platted the subdivision where the 
sewers were, They (the realtors) knew 
the sewers were there. They should 
have told the people (buying . the 
homes),”’ Sparks contended 

He also believes that when the con: 
tractors first staked out the route for 
the’ new sewers through Brandon 
Heights, they were told by property 
owners that the sewers were going in 
the wrong place. ‘They (the con- 
tractors) should never have proceeded 
They should have stopped right there 
and gone and straightened it out before 
installing the sewers,” Sparks stated 

Sparks, who is no longer on the sewer 
committee, agrees that failure of the 
committee under his leadership played 


a part in creating the current problem, 
but said he had no choice. When the 
county first obtained easements for the 
sewer lines (where they subsequently 
were placed), the sewer district had no 
money to record the easements and the 
county recorder of deeds refused to 
record them free or extend credit to the 
sewer committee for recording them, 
he noted 

“T wasn’t going to take the money out 
of my own pocket,” Sparks told the 
committee, noting that the county 
wanted $7 to record each easement and 
that there were hundreds of easements 
to record. 

Subsequently, he noted, Ed Juneau, 
engineer of the sewer project, said he 
would attempt to record the easements 
as larger sections, Sparks said. 

However, the former committee 
chairman noted, the easements were 
never recorded. That, undoubtedly, 
played a role in enabling Brandon 
Heights Subdivision to be platted with 
the new sewers literally feet from 
residents’ back doors. 

“If Zeke Smith (an assistant state’s 
attorney and the attorney for the 
current sewer district) would just take 
a stance and say, ‘The county is not 
going to pay for this. Take it to court,’ I 
don’t believe any Madison County judge 
would find the county responsible,” 
Sparks told the Chamber committee. 

A Madison County judge and at- 
torneys for) both the county and 
Brandon Heights residents did ap- 
parently reach an out-of-court set- 
tlement several months ago as part of 
the county's condemnation suit for the 
sewer easements and a countersuit by 
the residents 

In that agreement, Brandon Heights 


residents were told they would be 
allowed to divide, according to the 
values of their property, a share of a 
total sum equal to installing new sewer 
lines within the homes proper sewer 
easements. 

The settlement also included the 
payment of fees and expenses ac- 
cumulated by the resident’s attorney 
during their long legal battle with the 
district. 

However, at the July 14 meeting of 
the county sewer committee, the 
district withdrew its offer to com- 
pensate residents, claiming as reasons 
the discovery of additional unrecorded 
easements, the possibility other 
unrecorded easements may yet sur- 
face, and the complications caused by 
some disputed Brandon homes titles 

“I think that everyone concerned, 
including the county, should stew in 
their own juice, and we have another 
look at this situation in another month 
or two,” Smith said at the sewer 
committee meeting. 

Residents are now being asked to 
consider allowing the district to move 
equipment on the Brandon Heights 
property for the purpose of installing 
new sewer lines within the proper 
easements or to find themselves 
bypassed by the district sewer system 
entirely. 

The sewer committee has informed 
residents by letter that their sewer line 
could be rerouted behind Brandon 
Heights to Old Alton Road in order to 
service homes in Molean Acres 
Owners in Brandon Heights would then 
have to comply with new county septic 
system regulations, while continuing to 
pay for the county sewer system’s 
property tax assessment

Weirton Steel 
currently employs about 8,400, with 
2,600 on layoff. 

McKinsey, emphasized that the 32 
percent reduction figure is relative to 
current industry compensation; should 


other steelworkers agree to lower their 
wages and benefit rates, Weirton must 
follow 

With the steel industry currently 
clamoring for wage reductions, further 
cuts beyond what McKinsey recom- 
mends may prove likely, it was 
asserted 

The study further assumes $1 billion 
in capital investments at Weirton over 
the next decade. 

Those investments would include 
installation of a continuous caster, the 
most sophisticted method of making 
semi-finished’ steel, and upgrading 
existing plant and equipment 

Through these measures, McKinsey 
concluded, Weirton Steel could at least 
maintain and possibly increase market 
share in the hotly-contested container 
industry 


About half of Weirton’s products are 
tin sheet and go to container markets, 
with the rest of its output sold to many 
other markets. 


The McKinsey study also assumed no 
reduction in current funding for pension 
benefits. But a separate study of the 
pension liabilities won't be completed 
until the second week of August, union

“All of the activities will 
begin Friday in the late 
afternoon,’’ said Madison 
Fire Chief Mike Macek. A 
highlight of the festival is 
expected to be the varied 
arts and craft items 
available to interested 
persons, it was noted 
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by Steiner that many utility users 
consume less energy now than 
previously and yet are forced to pay 
more. Other speakers added their own 
stories about turning down thermostats 
only to encounter higher gas and 
electric bills. 

Steiner said Rate One users, who 
consume the least amount of energy 
would be forced to pay $9.50 a month for 
metering, facilities and customer 
services, compared to $3 at present 
Rate Two, or moderate, users would 
pay $10.50 compared to$5.10 per month. 
Heavy users, Rate Three, would pay 
$15.50 per month as opposed to $10.10. 

He added that the utility says in- 
flation has forced increased rates, but 
“TP expects to earn $160 million this 
year, This is a company in financial 
straits?’ 

The issue of meeting future and 
present needs also was addressed by 
Steiner, who said, “IP has 25 percent 
more electrical generating capacity 
than ever used.” 

Speakers who followed emphasized 
the statisti¢s Steiner and Vadalabene 
presented, and each had his or her own 
approach to the rate issue. 

/irginia Onkle, wife of a former A.O 
Smith Corp, employee, said she now 
supports the family by working 20 to 24 
hours a week for minimum wages. “I'd 
like to introduce myself as the budget 
manager of the Onkle household,"’ she 
said 

While Mrs. Onkle started on a light 
note, she became serious as she told of 
her family's economic plight. ‘(My 
husband has looked all over for a job. 
There are none to be found. We do all 
right until the winter. 

It took the Onkles three paychecks to 
pay a winter utility bill last year. “But I 
paid it. I cried all the way there and all 
the way back.’ 

Many of the speakers represented the 
17 percent who are unemployed in 
Granite City, Several of those who have 
jobs said they felt fortunate to be 
working. Pay cuts were a big issue at 
the hearing 

“National Lead employees just 
signed a contract with no pay increase 
Why? For the same reason I would do 

To keep the job they have,” Richard 

allew said. 

Speakers voiced concern that they 
would not be receiving increases in 
income and yet would be forced to pay 
higher utility rates, The irony was not 
lost. “I can’t overspend and have 
someone bail me out. So why should I 
bail IP out?;"’ Ballew asked. 

The IP representatives appeared the 
most uncomfortable when aged or 
disabled persons spoke. Juanita 
Crawley went to the front of the hall on 
crutches. 

The thermostat in the Crawley home 
was turned down last winter, but the 
heating bills|;were the same as when it 
was on 72 degrees, she said. “I have 
heart trouble and I have to have the air- 
conditioning on in the summer. It's 
been on all this month. I dread the next 
bill,” she told the gathering. 

John Mangiaracino of Venice told of 
an experience he had after receiving a 
$102 utility bill. He measured his rooms 
and closets and then went to IP. 

“They said, ‘We'll s what the 
computer s; ’ I said, ‘To heck with 
the computer, look at the paper, 
referring to the measurements. 

here used to be three classes 
rich, middle and poor. But there’s no 
middle anymore. We're all poor,”” 
Mangiaracino said 

‘They'll (politicians) all have to 
answer to the good Lord when they go. 
Then we'll see who's right and who's 
wrong,"’ he said in conclusion. The 
crowd cheered and applauded 

Elmer Sullivan also had a dishear- 
tening experience. He said he turned 
his thermostat down to decrease the 
gas bill; ‘I got the next bill and it was 
higher,” 
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Sullivan went to visit IP to try to get it 
straightened out. ‘Two days later, they 
came out and changed my electric 
meter. I never mentioned electric to 
them," he said. 

“I’m getting to the age where I should 
be enjoying myself, but L have to worry 
about cutting off everything I have.” 

Although most of the speakers 
related their own problems, Billie 
Bosworth, a member of the Madison 
School Board, presented a unique view 
to the ICC and the audience. 

Mrs. Bosworth expressed concern 
that churches would be affected by the 
increase in utility rates: “If people 
can’t pay utility bills and make ends 
meet, the churches are in trouble.’’ She 
said parishioners would not be able to 
contribute, forcing churches to close. 

Schools were also a concern of Mrs. 
Bosworth. She said most people would 
agree that children deserve an 
education. “You got your education,” 
she said as she looked at the ICC and IP 
officials. 

She is worried that increased utility 
bills would have a drastic effect on 
schools in this area. ‘“‘We have to be 
able to heat those schools and light 
these schools,” she said 

Mrs. Bosworth’s was not the only 
point of view geared toward future 
generations. Fear of nuclear power was 
expressed, Raymond Pitts, who said he 
was a Tri-Cities Chamber of Commerce 
member, once experienced a nuclear 
test blast. He lived to talk about it, but 
not without suffering 

Pitts said he has a blood disease and 
other problems as a result of radiation 
exposure. ‘Radiation is a killer. Shut 
down your plants,” he urged the Illinois 
Power representatives 

Similar pleas came 
speakers. 

One of the last to talk was Ed Rogers, 
who traveled from Belleville because 
he missed an earlier hearing there. 
“This is your big chance to see. how 
compassionate politicians are by seeing 
how your pleas here are handled,’’ he 
said 

Rogers turned to the ICC represen- 
tatives and asked if they were from IP. 
“We're from the ICC,” Lippa said. “I 
wrote you a letter,” Rogers replied 
quickly. “I hope you read it, But I’m 
very cynical. I never get answers to 
letters I write.” 

“I hope we break our streak of not 
listening,” Lippa said, 

Resolutions opposing the rate hikes 
were presented. Casper Nighohossian, 
Madison city attorney, spoke on behalf 
of Mayor Mike Sasyk, Various Granite 
City aldermen and Mayor Paul Schuler 
spoke. Jeff Worthen, vice-president of 
the Granite City Park Board, read a 
resolution from that group. 

Tim Earley of the Illinois Public 
Interest Research Group, located at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, presented the ICC with 
resolutions from Venice and Wood 
River. 

“This is the absolutely largest tur- 
nout I’ve seen in this state for a 
hearing,” Earley said 

He presented a rebuttal to comments 
made earlier by an IP. executive. 

Earley advised him, ‘‘Get into a new 
business. IP is not humanitarian.’”’ 

He also said a study found IP could 
charge lower rates to small-volume 
users and to those on fixed incomes but 
that the study has been ignored by the 
state. 

Along that line, Earley stressed that 
elections are coming up and said he was 
angered because “most: people think 
the ICC is a rubber stamp. Most people 
want ICC officials to be elected, but 
they (IP) ask how. The implication that 
voters don’t know what the heck they 
vote for really makes me mad.” 

He stressed the need to choose of- 
ficials who are concerned with utility 
rates. He pointed to Governor James 
Thompson's purported comment that 


from other 


increases are needed because people 
use too many appliances. 

“That shows his shallow knowledge 
of the energy problem in the state. The 
governor is clearly pro-utility all the 
way. But his opponent, Adlai Steven- 
son, has never said-a word on utility 
increases,’ 

Earley said Stevenson’s lack of 
comment could mean he does not 
believe utility rate hikes to be an im- 
portant issue 

The problem, he said, “is where to go 
from here. We hold hearings like this 
and get large crowds. You all go home 
and feel good about what you did,” It is 
necessary, he emphasized, for people to 
continue to show concern over the next 
few months: 

“‘Vadalabene was here but he 
typically left before he heard’a word." 
(Vadalabene excused himself after he 
spoke, saying he had another meeting 
to attend, in Wood River.) 

Earley urged the people to attend 
similar meetings with elected officials 
and candidates. 

“We've got to have. these people 
pushing for us in Springfield. The battle 
is not over tonight, This was just a 
chance for the ICC to hear people. 
Chances are this won't be listened to, if 
even read,’’ Barley said, citing 
voluminous transcripts taken during 
the hearing. 

After the hearing, IP and ICC of- 
ficials stayed to answer questions from 
the public, Few of those in attendance 
remained 

Lippa said after the hearing that he 
probably will not present his recom- 
mendation until ‘toward the end of the 
year.” 

The process of reviewing testimony 
and evidence presented at public 
hearings will take quite some time, he 
said. ‘Nothing will be done before all 
the hearings and evidence are com 
plete.’ 

He said letters from utility rate 
payers to the ICC will be accepted as 
evidence, and added that briefs will be 
prepared when all available evidence 
has been gathered. 

The recommendation from the ICC 
will not necessarily be completed after 
the November election, but it is possible 
it will take that long or longer. ‘‘I don’t 
see the recommendation being com 
pleted before November,” Lippa said, 

Earley said completion of the 
recommendation after Noy. 2 is not,’in 
his opinion, a political ploy. 

[he process takes 11 months. They 
(IP) didn’t present the proposal until 
February. I don’t think it's a hedge,”’ he 
said. 

The rate hike proposal could be the 
biggest issue come election time, he 
said. ‘‘No other issue in Granite City 
could draw this many people.” 

Still, Earley said, he believes IP will 
receive some sort of rate hike. ‘I’m 
disgusted. I expect they'll probably get 
the lion’s share of what they asked for, 
considering the track record of the 
1cc,.”” 

He said there is hope, however, that 
an ICC official will be fired or leave 
between now and the time of the rate 
hike decision, A similar situation oc- 
curred last year and a commissioner 
who was “pro-consumer” was ap- 
pointed to the ICC; three com- 
missioners voted for last year’s utility 
rate hike and two voted against it, he 
said. 

Earley fears that if Michael Hasten, 
or someone with similar views, 
remains as chairperson of the ICC, a 
rate hike of some sort is inevitable 
“because the ICC believes what IP 
says.”

in 1975. 

By comparison, — the 
proportion of whites with 
unemployment rose to 18.3 
percent in 1981, up from 16.9 
percent in 1980 but still down 
from 19.1 percent ‘in 1975 

For Hispanics, the rate 
remained largely unchanged 
over-the-year at 24 percent 

Blacks were also unem- 
ployed longer than either 
whites or Hispanics. The 
median number of weeks of 
unemployment was 15.3 for 
blacks, 13 weeks for whites 
and 14.5 weeks for Hispanics. 

Many of the 23.4 million 
persons who experienced 
joblessness did not work at 
all during the year, Their 
number rose by 266,000 to 2.9 
milion. 

The other 20.5 million 
persons with some unem- 
ployment had worked during 
the year. The median 
duration of joblessness for 
this group increased from 13 
weeks in 1980 to 13.3 weeks in 
1981. 

The proportion of unem. 
ployed workers with two or 
more periods of joblessness 
also increased in 1981 to 34 
percent from 32 percent a 
year earlier, 

Employment continued to 
grow stowly in 1981. A total of 
116.8 million persons 16 
years of age and. over 
worked all or part. of the 
year, a million more than in 
1980. 

Since population growth 
outpaced job growth, the 
proportion of the population 
working during the year 
edged rdownward for the 
third straight year to 68 
percent. 

For men, the proportion 
who worked continued a 
fifteen-year decline and — at 
79.7 percent — reached its 
lowest level since the 
beginning of the records in 
1948. 

For women, the proportion 
with employment was 
essentially unchanged and 
remained near the all-time 
high of 58 percent reached in 
1979. And the proportion of 
women working full-time 
year-round continued to 
increase. 

The proportion of blacks 
who worked during the year 
also reached an all-time low 
of 60.7 percent. For black 
men, the proportion dropped 
to 68.6 percent, four per- 
centage points lower than in 
1978. 

The proportion of whites 
and Hispanics working 
during the year remained 
largely unchanged at 69 and 
66 percent, respectively. 

The median annual ear- 
nings of wage and salary 
workers employed at fuli- 
time jobs all year long rose 
to $20,593 for men and to 
$12,345 for women. 

For both groups, the 1981

After adjusting for |in- 
flation, the median annual 
earnings of men and women 
declined by about one per- 
cent relative to 1980, as the 
Consumer Price Index for 
Urban Wage Earners and 
Clerical Workers (CPI-W) 
rose by 10.2 percent from 
1980 to 1981 

Annual earnings of black 
and Hispanic workers 
continued to be much lower 
than those of white workers. 
The median for white men 
employed at full-time jobs 
all year was $21,087 com- 
pared to $14,988 for black 
men and $14,953 for Hispanic 
men. 

For white women who 
usually worked full-time 
year-round, the median was 
$12,476, compared to $11,166 
for black women and $10,725 
for Hispanic women.

Although an individual receiving jobless 


pay may not view it’as overly generous, 
Illinois last year had the highest average 
weekly benefit in the nation.

Illinois figure compares as 
follows with the maximum benefits in 
neighboring states: Missouri $105, Indiana 
$141, Iowa $176) and Wisconsin, $179. 

These four states do not owe anything to 
the federal trust fund, and so none of them 
pay a delinquency penalty.

Projections for next year indicate that 
this state’s employers will ‘be paying a 
grand total of $495 annually per employee 
in various unemployment taxes. 

Illinois Manufacturers said this week 
“The huge debt is troubling, the increasing 
federal penalty on Illinois employers is 
onimous, and the high cost to the state for 
new borrowing adds a new dimension to

“The biggest, help would come from a 
revival in the national economy to reduce 
unemployment. The deep recession has 
been the biggest factor in creating this 
problem 

“Beyond the national economy, part of 
the Illinois unemployment stems from its 
business climate problems, which have 
cost our state more than 10 percent of its 
manufacturing jobs in the past decade. 

“Unemployment taxes are a significant 
element in the business climate; Illinois 
must stay competitive with other states 
There is little room for any major tax hike 
on employers as a solution, because such 
an increase would only contribute in the 
long run to more joblessness in Illinois,” 
the business group warns. 

All parties appear to agree -that inept 
administration of the program by the 
Bureau of Employment Security has been 
responsible in part for excessive outlays of 
funds, A governor’s task force is working 
on this and will submit recommendations 

In the meantime, more and more

Insanity is a legal term. It can be defined 
— or redefined — by law 

Mental illness is a medical term, It can 
be treated — or cured — by therapy. 

Thsanity and mental illness may in- 
tersect in a killer, Should he be punished 
for murder or treated for mental illness? 

John W. Hinckley Jr., suffering from 
mental illness, fired shots into President 
Reagan with the intent of murdering him. 
A jury in Washington ruled Hinckley was 
insane and sent him to a mental hospital 

But his shots are reverberating through 
the Jegal system that releases the mentally 
ill from guilt and punishment, 

_Now the Reagan administration is 
Supporting legislation in Congress to 
narrowly limit the insanity definition. 

Sen, Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, a sponsor of 
the legislation, said it ‘would effectively 
‘eliminate the insanity defense’ except in 
those rare cases in which the defendant 
lacked the state of mind required as an 
élement of the offense."’ 

He added: ‘‘Mental disease or defect 
would constitute a defense only if the 
defendant did not even know he had a gun 
inhis hand or thought, for example, that he 
‘was shooting at a tree.’’ 

Hinckley knew he was shooting at the 
president, not a tree. Under the new law 
the delusion that he believed killing 
Reagan would endear him to his fantasy 
love, actress Jody Foster, would no longer 
be grounds to avoid punishment because of 
insanity, 

But a law must be tested for its effect 

Victims ask: Does it matter if our father 
was murdered because the killer thought

he heard voices? Any murder is an insane 
act. To allow the murderer to: escape 
punishment because of insanity is crazy! 
‘The murderer must be punished for his 
action, not his intent 

Civil libertarians say: What does it do to 
a society to jail and execute people who 
were not in their senses when they hurt 
others? By treating the mentally ill like 
criminals, society takes on their 
unreasonableness. Society protects itself 
by preserving the rational basis of 
behavior and humanely treating the 
mentally ill 

These issues lie at the deepest levels of 
human consciousness and suffering. 

The apparently motiveless murder of a 
‘man on a beach — Albert Camus’ “The 
Stranger’’ — of an old woman by a student 

Fyodor Doestoevsky’s me and 
Punishment” — and of a father by his son 
— Sophocies’‘Oedipus Rex" — are great 
writers’ attempts to plumb the psyche 
of a killer. 

Senators must try to untangle the 
threads of insanity and mental illness, law 
and psychology, innocence and guilt 

In revising the insanity definition, 
Congress should avoid the cries for blood 
following the Hinckley verdict and not 
jettison the humanistic traditions that 
distinguish our society from the deluded 
assailants we seek to punish. 

But mental illness should no longer 
Provide an/almost automatic escape from 
guilt 

The insane impulse to kill that strikes 
human beings in torment must be met by a 
clear voice from society: ‘‘Murder and be 
punished.

Fair warning—our energy supply is vulnerable 


They said a transition from sole 
dependence on non-renewable energy 
sources like oil will be necessary, but— 
despite the dangers of inaction—they 
believe the transition will be slow. 

Pinpointing specific energy concerns 
and proposing solutions brought 
disagreements 

Why? Gibbons’ theory is that, 
although many energy alternatives are 
available globally, all of them have 
negative side-effects. 

“Those effects must be considered in 
the overall cost analysis of energy 
sources,’ he said. “Energy prices do 
not always reflect the full costs. 

“Social costs, including en 
vironmental ramifications, often are 
not considered in analyzing the 
feasibility of particular energy sources. 
For example, acid rain problems 
normally are not included in coal vs. 
nuclear cost analyses. 

“Another problem in determining 
true cost comparisons is the in- 
troduction of government subsidies. 
Even without thinking about ex- 
ternalities (social effects), we have 
difficulty determining the costs.’ 

Hammer . said. the synthetic fuels 
industry must be more heavily sub- 
sidized if it is to replace oil imports. 
High prices, he asserted, have resulted 
because the United States has had no 
real substitute for oil 

Opponents of government subsidies 
disagreed, saying a free market would 
lead to lower prices and determine 
which energy sources? are most 
economical 

Amory Lovins, representing Friends 
of the Earth, said the -“‘synfuels” in 
dustry is) a “turkey,” He said Ham- 
mer’s presentation boiled down to the 
view that “we're running out, so we 
need to get more.” 

In contrast, "‘Let us start at the other 
end of the problem,” Lovins urged 

He adyocated renewable energy 
sources, |including solar, wind and 
biomass |(wood and other organic 
matter) energy 

Lovins tries to ‘‘determine a specific 
energy need and which source will 
provide il the most economically.”’ He 
argued that subsidies “‘distort apparent 
energy pric 

Several participants suggested, 
however, that government direction or 
even mandates will be necessary to 
develop an effective policy on future 
energy. 

Donald L, Klass, vice-president of the 
Institute} of Gas Technology, cited 
Brazil's |implementation—by _govern- 
ment mandate—of the ‘‘gasohol’’ in- 
dustry 

If we had mandates like that in the 
U.S.,”’ he said at the fair, ‘I’m sure the 
gasohol industry would be a sterling 
success 

Peter Van Nort, vice-president of 
quality and technical 
Daniel Construction Co., 
about the economic feasibility 
renewable energy sources: 

I'd like to believe, and try to make 
happen, what the Lovinses say ought to 
happen. But my experience with public 
utilities [tells me that alcohol plants, 
windmills and sun-related water 
heaters |are not economically prac: 
tical 

Loving took the position that, 
although he has been following a 
‘lonely path,’ his views are beginning 
to catch) on. 

It was Lovins who coined the term 
“soft energy path,”’ referring to energy 
alternatives that-have not been widely 
adopted. He stressed his belief that they 
offer a realistic solution. 

He and his wife, Hunter, are authors 
of a new book, ‘‘Brittle Power,” war- 
ning about our energy system's 
vulnerability. He said sabotage, 
technical failure and natural disaster 
threaten the present centralized 
system 

When commissioned by the Pentagon 
in past years to study energy, he 
utilized government documents and 
delved deeply. ‘*It turned out to be a lot 
scarier than we expected,” he related, 

Half| of their book reflects their 
worries about fuel — supplies’ 
vulnerability. The other half outlines 
“the soft energy path"? toward a more 
secure outlook. 

Lovins assailed federally-promoted 
alternatives, including synthetic fuels, 
as offering no improyement over the 
existing system. In fact, ‘virtually 
everything the government is pushing 
is more vulnerable than what we had 
before,’” he contended 

Although this fits in with his previous 
conclusion that renewable sources are 
preferable to the fossil fuels that are 
either slowly or rapidly running out, he 
insisted that the issue of system 
vulnerability is serious and has merits 
on its own. 

The book cites several cases of 
sabotage of electric power lines, but 
takes care not to provide a “recipe 
book’ for terrorist acts. 

By decentralizing the power system, 
increasing energy efficiency and 
relying more on renewable energy 
sources, the overall system would 
become more secure, Lovins said. He 
not only spoke up for solar, wind and 
biomass sources but stressed the im- 
portance of home insulation and 
selecting more fuel-efficient autos. 

He pushed for public utilities to loan 
their customers money to insulate 
residences, repaying the debt with 
money saved on utility bills.

‘The host nation’s entry at any world’s 
fair, of course, ought to be one of the 
chief highlights, and this one is. 

From its inception, the U.S. Pavilion 
was meant to be a unique concept. That 
immediately led to a number of design 
and construction problems and 
challenges 

The sponsors wanted it to be an 
impressive structure, a centerpiece for 
the fair and a landmark that would 
stand for years afterward as a symbol 
of the 1982 event, the official guide to 
the pavilion related. 

It was suggested that the entire 
structure—the building as well as the 
exhibits and the film to be shown inside 
it—provide a total demonstration of 
America’s energy story. All of the parts 
had to work in harmony to tell one 
story, designers were told. 

In keeping with the theme, it-had to 
demonstrate efficient and innovative 
use of available energy 

It had to be designed to handle heavy 
traffic—as many as 96,000 visitors on 
peak days. And it had to be suitable for 
conversion to alternative use after the 
fair. 

The, pavilion—many Quad-Cityans 
have toured it already and many more 
will visit it later this summer- 
succeeds in telling the story. It is being 
called a fine example of the traditional 
American approach to problem- 
solving 

Historically, the U has handled 
difficult situations, such as the energy 
crisis of the 1970s, by pulling together 
its best qualified and most talented 
citizens to work as a national team, 
meet the problem head-on and solve it 
quickly and efficiently 

The Department of Commerce held 
nationwide competition to find the 
architects, display designers, film 
producers, exhibit fabricators and 
others to handle the job. 

Then, those key people worked 
together from the beginning on désign 
and planning to ensure that the result 
would be the best structure possible 
Unusual solutions proved’ to be the rule 
rather than the exception 

Since those who designed and built 
the pavilion worked closely with those 
who planned and made the exhibits and 
film, they were able to compare notes. 
and make timely, inspired adjustments 
in the early stages. 

Because the lights, computers and 
visitors all generate heat, keeping the 
pavilion cool and comfortable was 
difficult. The remedy: a special solar 
energy system that actually uses heat 
from the sun to cool the building. 

A building that would stand high 
above the fair site was desired, but no 
one wanted it to become a physical, 
visual or psychological obstruction of 
the pedestrian traffic flowing to diverse 
areas of the fair. 

The solution was an open design, 
making extensive use of glass and 
cantilever sections. Its appearance 
invites people to flow into, under and 
around it. 

Known as the “Energy Place,’”’ it 
provides three million cubic feet of 
exhibits spread throughout 66,000 
square feet of floor space on six levels. 

Its 1,200-seat theater has a screen 
The 
building's quick-thinking computers, 
rapidly searching laser dises and vivid 
images almost burst with action. 

The lines of people waiting to enter 
move fast, in contrast to those at such 
places as the China exhibit. Escalators 

y people 70 feet into the air and 
then the visitors wend their way down 
at whatever pace they choose. 

At the end, an impressive ‘‘Imax”’ 
motion picture takes viewers all across 
America to show energy at work. 
Before they reach the theater; 

Nine glass towers stretch from floor 
to ceiling to represent and demonstrate 
the nine energy sources utilized in 
America. Can you guess the nine? The 
list consists of coal, natural gas, oil, 
nuclear, biomass, hydropower, solar, 
geothermal and electricity. 

An ever-changing multimedia 
presentation depicts geographically 
where the various kinds of energy 
sources are located. 

A timeline curve, composed of 18 
towers, sweeps jaggedly to a height of 
27 feet to present a three-dimensional 
panorama of America’s energy mix as 
it has changed from 1800 to 1982. 

‘Translucent gray images hang in the 
air above the pavilion’s history level 
like ghosts from our energy past 
Artifacts on the exhibit floor below 
stand as stark reminders of what has 
gone before: 

—A bedwarmer, 
product in 1816. 

—A portable steam engine that 
revolutionized agriculture after its 
introduction at the 1879 Centennial 
Exposition in Philadelphia. 

Electric lights that brightened 
Chicago’s 1893 Columbian Exposition. 

—Modern radios that embodied 
technological achievement at the 1939 
New York World’s Fair. 

—And computer parts that held the 
same symbolic position at the 1964-65 
New York fair. 

Familiar voices cut through the air 
and familiar faces flash on a bank of 
television screens as the throngs move 
through the U.S. building at Knoxville. 

Actual news footage dating from the 
1960s tells familiar stories—long 
gasoline lines,’ oil embargoes, 
skyrocketing prices. 

Videodise recordings of newscasts 
bring the history of energy up-to-date 
and set the stage for three more display 
levels that complete the energy tale. 

“The Neon Way” is a. colorfully 
glowing display, composed of streaks of 
light that fill an area 34x25x22 feet.

Taking the nine basic fuel sources, it 
links them to a multitude of uses in 
industry, commerce, transportation 
and homes. 

Directly beneath the intricate neon 
sculpture is a related topographical 
map that, among other things, makes 
an important point—that more ‘than 
half of the energy produced in America 
is lost to waste and inefficiency. 

A few steps away, an activist argues 
against nuclear power while a scientist 
argues for it; altogether, more than 100 
people give their opinions on dozens of 
energy issues. Fairgoers control the 
entire debate with the touch of a finger 
on special video monitors. 

A 113-foot suspension bridge-ramp 
carries visitors through the heart of the 
exhibit area, almost within reach of a 
giant, solar-powered airplane floating 
motionless in the air 

Known as the Gossamer Penguin, 
and built with American know-how, it is 
fueled by nearly 4,000 solar cells, has a 
wing span of 72 feet and weighs only 68 
pounds. 

Its solar panels produce 541 watts of 
electricity which are converted to less 
than one horsepower to fly the craft, 
literature at the fair explains. 

The plane's solar technology was 
further developed and used in another 
plane, MacReady’s Challenger, which 
crossed the English Channel on July 7, 
1981, at an average height of 11,000 feet. 

People who live in glass houses 
perhaps should not throw stones—or 
take baths—but the "energy demand’’ 
level at the American pavilion makes 
effective use of just such a house. It 
shows where energy is used, and lost, in 
the average home. It also tells how to 
avoid energy waste 

Nearby are two automobiles. The 
first car has been ‘‘exploded”’ into its 
component parts to show’ innovative 
improvements made by American auto 
manufacturers in recent years to 
enhance fuel efficiency, The second 
vehicle demonstrates fuel-saving 
aerodynamics. 

Even a sailboat uses energy— 
gasoline, oil, wood, wind and other 
sources, The wind powers it across the 
water, and the other energy sources are 
employed to build, maintain and 
transport the boat to and from water. 

A sailboat at the fair is just one of 15 
products whose hidden ~ energy con: 
sumption is revealed in audio-visual 
presentations activated by touching a 
photograph of one of the products, 

More than 400 energy words and 
technical terms have been compiled 
into an electronic dictionary, power by 
a microcomputer and the laser-dise 
system 

“Energy supply’? is the largest 
exhibition level, 9,600 square feet of 
displays on how America finds, obtains 
and transports energy. It depicts the 
use of specialized tools, sophisticated 
equipment, in-depth knowledge and 
new ideas. é 

A robot roams the entire floor, in- 
teracting pleasantly with visitors 

The public also has access to’a 
computerized data center that ‘is 
capable of storing enough information 
to fill a set of encyclopedias 11 times 
over 

High-tech equipment includes— 

—A 14-foot-tall nuclear fuel assem- 
bly, part of the core of a nuclear 
reactor, with the capability of sup- 
plying energy to power a million homes 
annually 

A 15,000-pound cutting drum that 
can cut away 30-inch-wide sections of 
coal. 

—A 16-inch natural gas pipeline and 
valve assembly which can transport 
natural gas across the U.S, ata speed of 
20 miles per hour. 

—And a drill bit assembly that is used 
to drill miles into the earth's crust in 
search of oil, 

Although similar in some ways to the 
displays at trade fairs, the world’s fair 
exhibits are among the most com: 
plicated and technically-demanding of 
any ever built. The neon project was 
computer designed. And in various 
areas of the pavilion, computers and 
lasers were linked in new ways. 

‘The super 70-mm, movie shown on a 
90-foot-wide screen is as breathtaking 
as billed, a high-energy experience that 
succeeds in creating the feeling of 
“being there” as the nation’s energy 
store unfolds. 

It travels back in time to when the 
primary energy source was men’s and 
animals’ muscle-power. And it travels 
into the future to an era when there 
may be heavier reliance on the sun, 
wind and hydroelectric power, plus 
energy fusion and even the energy of 
ocean waves. 

The camera and the audience speed 
through freeway traffic, fly at high 
speed in an airplane just a few feet off 
the ground, descend from the top of a 
derrick to an oil well, ride a crane with 
construction workers to the top of a 
skyscraper, and even go to the sun. 

it was no surprise that the nationwide 
competition to produce the film was 
won by Francis Thompson, a master 
documentary film maker whose triple- 
sereen motion picture, ‘To Be Alive,” 
was the hit of the 64-65 New York fair 
and earned him an Oscar. 

His multi-secreen productions for 
Montreal's Expo ’67 and San Antonio’s 
Hemisfair '68 were praised around the 
world. 
| He is best known for ‘American 
Years,’’ which he produced for 
Philadelphia’s Bicentennial 
celebration, and ‘‘To Fly,” which 
played to full houses all day every day 
for five years at the Smithsonian 
National Air and Space Museum in 
Washington. 

We would not be surprised to see him 
deeply involved once again in 1992. 

That is the year when Chicago will 
expand to the east by filling in part of 
Lake Michigan, and then will tell the 
world, “Come to our fair.""

Te golden age of sports? One 
of the most apt answers, I

seircilatory system, as it 
works to carry enough blood 
‘Yo cool the skin, results in a 
mild shock condition, which 
-the-victim experiences as a 
‘weakness or extreme 
tiredness. 
« The victim’s face becomes 
“pale, and the skin feels cold 
vand~ clammy. There is 
“usually heavy perspiration 

pnd shallow breathing. 

=If you, or someone you are 
‘with, displays these symp 
‘toms, get medical attention 
Smmediately 

In the meantime, 
‘assuming you are waiting for 
medical help to come to you, 
‘ay. the patient on his back in 

‘as e001 a place as possible 
“Lower the patient’s head 
‘slightly and loosen the 
clothing. 

Heat stroke is caused by 
pverexposure to the sun. The 
yictim has probably ignored 
the symptoms of heat 
exhaustion, And the body’s 
cooling mechanism — 
sWedting — then broke down 
‘and stopped working. 
“YAS. a result, the | body 
temperature begins to soar 
to as high as 108 degrees or 
more, and _ irreversible 
damage may occur. 


Heat stroke is serious; so 
watch for these symptoms 
the victim's face becomes 
red and dry, the skin is hot. 
and the body temperature is 
high, The victim’s breathing 
may be slow and noisy 

Prompt medical attention 
is essential. Take the patient 
to the nearest medical 
facility, if possible 

If not, lay the patient on his 
back in a cool place 
preferably an air 
conditioned room. Sponge 
the skin with alcohol or 
lukewarm water. 

To. help avoid heat 
exhaustion or stroke, | in- 
crease your fluid intake. 

Water, fruit juices| or 
drinks with fruit bases 
such as lemonade are 
recommended. 

Tea, coffee and alcohol 
often act as mild diuretics, 
and this increases the loss of 
body fluids 

Consult your doctor before 
taking salt tablets. Salt can 
dehydratge the body, too. 

Stay in air-conditioned 
places as muchas you can. 
In homes. without air- 
conditioning, fans should be 
used, or windows should be 
opened to increase air cir- 
culation. 

Avoid strenuous physical 
activity. If this is impossible, 
take frequent rest periods in 
the shade.

Lapse expenditures by 
state will set a record 


By the time the state of 
Illinois pays all of its debts 
for fiscal year 1982, the state 
will have ended that year 
with an estimated $300 
million budgetary deficit, 
State Comptroller Roland W. 
Burris reported this week. 

Burris said the 1982 fiscal 
year, which ended June 30, is 
marked by the smallest 
annual growth in revenues 
since fiscal 1966. 

Moreover, he expects 
“lapse period” spending to 
reach $500 million, the 
highest in the history of the 
general funds. 

The ‘lapse period” is the 
three-month period from 
July 1 through Sept. 30 in 
which the state must — by 
law pay all of its 
remaining bills or debts 
incurred in the fiscal year 
just ended in June. 

Though the state had $187 
million in its general funds 
June 30, 1982, lapse period 
payments must be sub- 
tracted from that year-end 
balance. 

Lapse period payments of 
$500 million, thus, would 
negate the $187 million and 
leave a negative budget 
balance of more than $300 
million. 

The comptroller’s sum- 
mary of the state's 1982 
fiscal position:is part of his 
regular monthly fiscal 
report 

Another section of that 
report, the Illinois economic 
picture, takes a close look at 
what high intrest rates have 
done to the Illinois savings 
and loan industry 

The regular report on the 
state government’s general 
fiscal health shows that, 
although 1982 spending fell 
slightly below the fiscal 1981 
level, the state nonetheless 
ended 1982 with $10 million 
less balance than at the start 
of that fiscal year, 

Here are some of the key 
findings from the special 
report on the state’s 1982 
fiscal year 

— Total revenues in 1982 
were only $165 million higher 
than in 1981, the smallest 
annual increase in revenues 
since 1966, when the growth 
was-$133 million. 

Even this low growth rate 
was “propped up” by ad- 
ditional lottery fund tran- 
sfers of $69 million, a shift of 
$61 million from special 
funds, a one-time $20 million 
transfer from the corporate 
loan fund, and an additional 
transfer of $24 million from 
the personal property tax 
replacement fund 

Had these transactions not 
taken place, total revenues 
in 1982 would have been $174 
million less ($9 million below 
the 1981 total). 

— Total expenditures in 
1982 were $18 million less 
than in 1981, the first time 
annual expenditures have 
decreased since the 
beginning of annual ap- 
propriations in 1970. 

Only a major change in 
state spending commitments 
made the decrease possible. 

Those changes include 
delay of $126 million June 
school aid claims until July, 
a cutback of $136 million in 
state contributions to the 
teachers and state em- 
ployees’ retirement systems, 
and suspension of $39 million 
in transfers to the debt 
service funds. 

There also was a slowing 
of public aid grant spending 
until the lapse period, to 
delay an outlay of $85 
million, And there was a 
similar $16 million shift in 
spending patterns and 
commitments, total ex- 
penditures in fiscal 1982 
would have been up an ad- 
ditional $402 million.

“Even revised estimates 
in the fall and the following 
spring similarly fell below 
expectations, setting the 
stage for the drastic spen- 
ding changes that dominated 
the last half of the fiscal 
year, and spilling over into 
1983,”” Burris asserted.

Under — the... ‘‘available 
balance’’ concept, the state 
budget has been balanced 
only four times in the last 10 
years. 

Under the ‘‘budgetary 
balance’ concept, it also has 
been balanced. only four 
times, in 1973, 1974\1975 and 
1979 

Under the General 
Assembly, balance. concept, 
the budget was balanced 
only once, in 1974. 


Assails state 
school budget 


State Superintendent of 
Education Donald G, Gill is 
“deeply distressed, though 
not surprised’”’ by the 
governor’s announcement 
that he is reducing education 
funds appropriated for the 
1982-83 fiiscal year. 

“He is in the position of 
reducing appropriations 
which were already well 
below the ‘bare-bones’ level 
requested by the State Board 
of Education,’ Dr. Gill said. 

“Inadequate funding for 
the new school year will 
cause severe hardships for 
schools and the children they 
serve 

“Our schools have already 
borne more than their fair 
share of the burden for 
relieving the state’s current 
financial strain. The 
education community ac- 
ceded to the governor's 
request to delay state aid 
payments to balance the 
budget. Now, school budgets 
must be stretched even 
more. 


‘Cutting education 
spending to balance the state 
budget dramatically 
illustrates the necéssity of 
finding additional revenue to 
meet our obligation to 
schools, 

‘Without quick relief from 
the impact of decreased 
federal and state funding, 
the quality of our 
educational system will be 
jeopardized. 

“Education provides for 
our future, and our future 
deserves a greater in- 
vestment,”’ Dr. Gill stressed. 

The State Board of 
Education in’) 'March 
recommended a **bare- 
«bones’’ eduéation budget of 
$2.21 billion, and said that 
over $2.35 billion would be 
needed to realistically meet 
school needs. 

The governor vetoed 
$49,800,000 for elementary 
and secondary education to 
the level of his March 
proposal, $2.1 billion 


Fewer job offers to 
university graduates 


The employment message 
to the Class of '82 is clear. 
Graduates can earn up to 
$30,000 in technical fields — 
if they can find a job. Other 
graduates are having trouble 
getting offers. 

Women are still earning 
less, according to a survey 
released Tuesday by the 
College Placement Council. 

The national salary sur- 
vey, which includes 
Statistics from University 
Placement Services at 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville, shows a 
drastic change in the 1982 job 
market from the six previous 
years, when graduates could 
look forward to more job 
offers at ever-increasing 
salaries. 

This year, the number of 
offers to bachelor and 
master degree candidates 
dropped almost 20 percent 
between September 1981 and 
June 1982, based on reports 
from placement offices at 
164 colleges in the U.S. 

Hardest hit at the master’s 
level were engineers and 
MBAs (masters of business 
administration). 

David Van Horn, director 
of Placement services at 
SIUE, said officials are not 
sure what it all means. 

“The figures — reporting 
job offers, not acceptances 
— don’t tell if there are fewer 
jobs or simply fewer jobs or 
simply fewer offers for the 
same number of jobs. Also, 
students aware of a tight 
market may be accepting 
offers sooner,’’ he said. 

Placement directors did 
agree that employers who 
were optimistic about hiring 
last fall changed plans, 
postponed hiring, or cut back 
on recruiting trips and 
staffing needs as the 
economy failed to rebound. 
by the first of the year. 

Despite the drop in offers, 
petroleum and chemical 
engineers, accountants and 
computer scientists com- 
manded the highest salary 
offers, with petroleum 
engineers leading the field at 
$30,468. 

Accounting majors drew 
the highest offers in the 
business field at $18,540. In 
the sciences, computer 


majors were offered $22,896 
compared to $23,760 for 
physical and earth science 
graduates: 

A comparison of men’s and 
women’s pay offers showed 
no significant differences 
between the’ ‘two "in the 
engineering group. But in 
business, the humanities, 
social sciences, and science 
groups, the average salary 
offers to women were lower 
in all cases except ac- 
counting, chemistry and 
computer science, the 
survey reported. 

Students who decided to 
stay in school and earn a 
master’s degree before 
hitting the. job market also 
found higher salaries — but 
fewer offers. 

Chemical engineers could 
look forward to $29,508, an 11 
percent increase since last 
July. MBA graduates with 
some experience could earn 
six percent more than last 
year, if they could find work.
